‘Having been a former PFA 
CEO himself, Schwab has

‘A Melbourne lawyer by 
trade, Schwab was part of the 
PFA set-up up until mid 2003 
before switching to the enter- 
tainment industry.

ile the A-League has come as a god-send 
for Australian footballers, with promised 
television and lucrative sponsor- 

ship deals, itis mot sach a sweet deal for the fans. 

After a number of former NSL clubs have been rele- 
‘gated to State Leagues, traditional fans will be weary of 
following anewly introduced team since ina sense they 
will effectively be abandoning « club they have fol- 
lowed all their lives. These fans are confused, who are 
they meant to support? 

As for newly acquired devotees, the question of their 
‘commitment to the game is a touchy one. 

Australian football fans can’t just be ‘borrowed’ from 
other codes. It became quite odd when, in 1999, a selec- 
tion of Parramatta Power fans who were accustomed to 
the style of NRL games began counting down the sec- 
onds to full-time, blissfully unaware of the concept of 
injury-time in football. 

Tt is moments like these when a true football fan real- 
ly begins to year for a nation where football is lived, 
breathed and pondered every minute of every day. A 
place where football is a ritual, where players are 
idolised and where babies are dressed in jerseys and 
taken to matches as early as the mother would allow. 

This may happen in Argentina, Italy, England or 
Spain, but in Australia this is simply not the case. A 
colony which embraced the sports of cricket, rugby and 
horse-riding way back in the 1800s, it took until the 
1960s before football was brought into the equation. 
The influx of European immigrants brought with them 
their ways of life, including the sport of ‘wog-ball’. 

‘A league emerged with Italians, Greeks and 
‘Yugoslavs featuring as the predominant ethnic groups. 
In those days, football in Australia was purely a heart- 
driven tradition where fans were rowdy yet passionate, 

Tt was the 1990s when David Hill, the newly appoint- 
ed chairman of Soccer Australia, suggested the de-eth- 
nicising of football in Australia. Declining crowds and 
violent scenes at matches forced the association to ban. 
all symbology of nationalism of existing clubs to try and 


broaden the supporter-base. Names of certain clubs had 
to be changed because of their reference to particular 
countries, and all non-Australian national flags were 
restricted from being displayed at football matches. 

“That did no good to the clubs nor the league itself,” 
says long-time Sydney United supporter, Dorian Svacic. 
“Instead of bringing in more suppocters from ‘a broader 
base’, it chased off a lot of current fans who were not 
satisfied with the federation. 

“These people, like a lot of the ones who stayed and 
are still around, felt that they were being robbed of what 
they grew up with,” Svacic continues. 

Non-ethnic based clubs were then introduced, with 
Perth Glory, Northern Spirit and Parramatta Power all 
created to delve into the market of Australian football 
fans who were apparently “foo intimidated’ to attend 
‘games at the grounds of existing clubs. Interestingly, it 
is only Perth Glory who has managed to survive to this 
day. 

The focus on the negatives of ethnicity in Australian 
foottall came to an all-time high in 1999 


“They will be football fans from Sydney, people 
interested in sport,” adds Harper. 

Butas experience has shown us, these ‘new’ fans will 
stay with the club as long as they keep winning, so what 
will happen when Sydney FC start losing? There is not 
much else to keep the 15,000 fans from staying. 

And most of the fans of former-NSL ethnic-based 
clubs are not planning to convert to the new club. Peter 
Kambounias, supporter of Sydney Olympic since the 
late 70s, holds the view of the consensus. 

“T will not abandon my club and start supporting 
‘another team just like that,” says Kambounias. 

“[ will be following the A-League as I love the sport 
and want it to succeed like everyone else, but I cannot 
compromise my love for the team that I have cried for 
during the dark times and rejoiced during the happy 
times.” 

And media coverage seems to be another factor that 
will either make or break A-League clubs.

Svacic, like many other long-time football supporters, 
fears that the A-League will just be that same cycle 
repeating once again. He doubts that the expected 
“crowds, especially for Sydney FC, will have the enthu- 
siasm and fervour to ritually attend every home game, 

Perhaps it is not necessarily the ethnicity: that has 
seen the demise of football in Australia, for that in itself 
is what held many of the clubs together, But in many 
people’s eyes, ethnicity was synonymous with flares 
and riots, which stopped the public from attending. 

Fast-forward to 2005 and the whole of Australia is 
eagerly awaiting the commencement of the A-League. 
‘There are now eight new clubs with high hopes set on 
maximum crowds, because that is essentially the basis 
of a successful team. 

‘As for Sydney FC, Chief Executive Officer Andy 
Harper says they are expecting good attendances. 

“We are hoping for healthy crowd numbers,” says 
Harper. “We are looking forward to seeing about 
15,000 fans at each home game.” 

But 15,000 fans for the only A-League club in a city 
of five million people, is that really an achievement? 
‘There should be that many at training sessions alone. 
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over 
So where will these throngs 


of fans come fron? One 
just might have to accept that 
there just isn’t that many peo- 


ple in Australia as interested in 
football as the. association would 
hope to think. Sure, football is a sport 
played by hundreds of 
thousands of young- 
ssters, giving the false 
perception that it is a 
sport ingrained into the 
lives of families across 
the country. 

But the fact remains that many parents only have 
their children play football on the weekends because 
Tugby is too rough of a sport. These families might per- 
haps attend an A-league game once in a while, but the 
‘true dedication required to sustain a proper national 
league is not there, 

Instead of banning ethnicity, maybe Soccer Australia 
should have encouraged it. A league with eight similar- 
ly broad-based teams holds nowhere near as much 
excitement as a league with distinctly ethnical clubs. 

Maybe, to truly succeed, ‘wog-ball’ should remain 
just that, One team to represent each major ethnic group 
~ Italian, Croatian, Greek, Lebanese, Chinese, Serbian, 
Turkish and Aussie, just to round it up. Essentially, they 
are the same-brand product, just in different flavours. 

And it is all ultimately for the benefit of the 
Australian National Team. This will encourage more 
passion, more fans, more publicity, more money and 
better players. If every club’s core was made up of 
15,000 devoted supporters, young prospective players 
would stay to play for a club that means something to 
them, rather than escaping to a third-division Belgian 
side.

Peter Kambounias thinks that the A-League will 
encounter problems in the long-term since the teams are 
more ‘franchises’ than they are ‘clubs’, 

“These new teams only have a first grade team,” he 
says. “No reserve teams, no juniors, 

“Their only asset is the worth of their first grade play- 
ers. But what happens when they get too old for the 
competition? Where will these franchises get their 
youth from? From the existing clubs in the various state 
leagues ~ where else? But the clubs are not going to just 
give players away to the franchises — they will justifi- 
ably seek a transfer fee.” 

‘As much as we all hope the A-League succeeds, for 
the sake of football, there is a strong belief that it is a 
Jost cause, There are too many codes in Australia that 
football has to compete with. 

‘You cannot expect fans to be true dichards of league, 
union, AFL, cricket and football all at once. Even much 
more populated countries like France of Germany 
couldn't sustain three or four football codes. 

Regardless of whom they may support at club level, 
‘a greatmajonity of ‘ethnics’ unite and turn into avid sup- 
porters of the Socceroos when it comes to intemational 
level. The incredulous failure against Iran in 1997 and 
Uruguay in 2001 was more gut-wrenching for them than 
for those ‘leap-year’ fans who could always find solace 
in other codes. 

For them, qualifying for the World Cup was all but 
forgotten, as football was once again put on the back- 
bumer for another four years. 

If you look at countries that are football successes, 
football is their one and only major sport. In these 
places, it is a way of life from birth to death. The club 
you support is the same one your father and your 
father’s father supported. 

This kind of practice has never been the nonm in 
Australia. And unfortunately, it doesn’t seem as if the 
A-League will magically transform the nation into a 
football-worshipping one either.
